IU [magnificenl avenues of 
stately Irees, surpassing even tho famous 
Unttr din lin&tn of lierlin, hove cnchnnced 
its reputation for I a-ste, beauty, «nd elegance, 
and thus allraclcd runny wealthy and desir- 
able rcsidcnl.s, nnd greatly increased, the 
laialilo value of all Iho property in the city. 
Now Haven virtually receives nn mnvnl in- 
come from her elms far greater than Iheir
